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Computer Center Bungles Book Borrowing 


“My mother’s maiden name?” 
queried the student as he wrote 
diligently on the cards in each of 
the eight books he was attempting 
to check out of UNO's library.

After completing the ordeal, the 
student was asked his reaction to 
the new checking-out procedure. 
He said, “It got a little long. Oh 
yah, and they didn’t ask me for my 
ID card. You could lie about your 
name and address — they don't 
check anything.” Suddenly it 
dawned upon him; “Why don't 
they use the ID card like a credit- 
card system?” 

The freshman student had been 
bypassed by the era of library 
computerization at UNO. 
Primitivism in the form of writer's 
cramp appears to have returned. 


According to Dr. John Christ, 
Library Director, the reversion toa 
manual checking-out system “is 
not an attempt to turn back the 
time-clock or make libraries 
nostalgic.” Rather it is a matter of 
necessity. 


Inept Machines 
The problems arose from the 
ineffective operation of the UNO 
computer center which controlled 
the automated system. 


In the past a computer card, 
after being stamped with an ID, 
was dispatched to the computer 
center where the: data was 
recorded. 


Theoretically, the computer then 
automatically located overdue 
books and printed ‘up notices. 
However, oftentimes students 
would be fined or a hold put on 
their grades for overdue books 


unnecessarily. “The books were 
checked back in properly and on 
the shelves — the problem wasn’t 
ours,” said Thomas Heenan, head 
of library circulation. Besides 
creating an uproar with students, 


‘additional ‘staff hours had'to be ~ 


employed to straighten out the 
problems. 


Another limitation of the 
automated system, pointed out 
Christ, is that it has never been 
fully implemented. The Medical 
Center and Lincoln do not use the 
same ID cards as UNO. For these 
students and visitors from other 
campuses, a hand system was 
implemented all along. “We were 
running two systems in actuality,” 
said the Director, which resulted in 
“mass confusion’ among 
employees trying to check out and 
locate books. 


Too Castly 
The final factor in the 
discontinuation of computer 


services was the cost involved. This 
year, according to Christ, it would 


cost $5,000 just for transaction 


cards. 


“The problem,” said the 
director, “is that while the 
automative system allowed for 
rapid check-out, the  record- 


keeping end for the library was a 
problem because of the ID cards 
and computer service.” 


By keeping their own records, 
the library has practically 
€liminated’ problems with overdue 
notices, and has established a more 
controlled and efficient system. 


The manual system is not, 
however, the answer to all the 
library's problems; and creates a 
few of its own. The time- 
consuming task of writing the 
required information on cards has 
resulted in its share of student 
complaints. One graduate student 
refused to cooperate, saying, “it’s 
too tiring,” and instead scrawled 
his name across the length of the 
card. 


“Students should be aware,” 
commented Heenan, “that if it’s a 
hassle for them, it’s twice the hassle 
for us.” The library is not happy 
with the system either, said Christ, 
and they are working to correct the 
“uncomfortable situation.” The 
present system will be used only 
temporarily until another 
automated system can be worked 
out, and funds appropriated for it. 


As of press time, library staff 
personnel assured Gateway 
reporters that the computer system 
would be repaired and operating 
soon.

Regent Revisions Rouse 
Faculty Freedom Furor 


Several UNO faculty members are deepiy concerned about the future 
of the revised university by-laws to be considered by the NU Board of 
Regents at their meeting in Lincoln next November 9. 

The revised by-laws, as presented to the Regents, have been approved 
by both the faculty senates at UNO and UNL. Changes made in the report 
since then by Regent members have aroused concern on both campuses 
that “academic freedom is not being properly protected,” according to 
University Senate president Barbara Brilhart. UNO ombudsman Frank 
Forbes also fears that the Regents’ version of the new bylaws will 
emasculate his office by preventing the intercession of the ombudsman on 


anyone's behalf. 


According to UNO psychology professor Dr. K. Deffenbacher, the 
areas of prime concern are “academic freedom” and a retirement plan for 
faculty members that would require participants to beat least thirty years 


_ old. Another controversial point is a Regent proposal to eliminate the 


present allowance of twelve free credit hours per year available to the 
spouses of faculty and staff personnel. 

NU President D. B. Varner has said he will propose changes in the 
Regent version at the next meeting to bring the by-laws into line with 


faculty thinking. 


In a letter to the Board of Regents dated October 27, Varner said he 
“felt confident that the Board, was as committed as I to the concept of 
protecting academic freedom.” He said he had assured the faealty that he. 
would support the necessary modifications. 

Varner said he.is “inclined to believe that with these eiannes there 
will be relatively little substantive argument with the proposed Bylaws.” 

However, anyone with recommendations for further amendments to 


the proposal should contact Dr. 


Deffenbacher at Adm. 347R. 


Deffenbacher will act as coordinator for the amendments on the UNO 


campus.

He wants to improve the level of 
competency of the instructors. To 
reinstate the decision-making 
power of the board rather than as it 
presently is with the administration 
dictating power and the board 
being a rubber stamp.

He mentioned that the current 
education master plan calls for the 
students from the north and 
southside to be primarily geared to 
a workingman’s life.

At this writing, Richard Nixon appears 
to be within good range of carrying the 
electoral votes of every state of the union. If 
it were not for the certainty of George 
McGovern carrying the District of 
Columbia, Nixon would have an 
excellent chance of being the second manin 
U.S. history to be unanimously elected 
President. So far, that distinction belongs 
to George Washington alone. 


That event, to woefully understate the 
situation, would be unfortunate. 


Based on: polls, published interviews, 
personal contacts and intuition, it seems 
this year is one of those when a good 
portion of the American electorate feels 
voting for the presidency is simply a choice 
between the lesser of two evils, and the evil 
they will choose is four more years of shady 
deals, outright corruption, and narrowly 
defined government by special interest. So 
many traditional Democrats are still 


George McGovern, the disputed handling 
of the Eagleton affair, or simple campaign 
incompetence, that, they will do what 
would have been unthinkable only a few 
short months ago and cast their ballots for 
the re-election of Richard Nixon. 


This type of vote will be one of emotional 
reaction rather than one of intelligent, 
enlghtened self-interest.

“A very strange meteorological phenomenon oc eared on this date. 
A rainfall of extreme fell on this community, starting early in the morning 
hours. This was the first fall of rain since. the. re- opening of the old Horse 
Bucket mine‘northwest of Clancéy, 

“As the reader knows, the Horse Bucket was carved ina very unusual 
construction, ‘Thadeys* Osmond, our local scientist, theorized that the 
baffles, air chambers,’ and aerodromic confi igurations would aid in 
ventilation for the minors. This pro ved nat to be true when ae ombustion 
ensued, killing everyone in the mine due to the baffies, a air chambers, ete. 
which made breathing impossible. 

“The fire galvonic ized the soil and rock in the mine, making it slick 
and impervious to aqua like the interior of a.cartesian cylinder (pipe—ed.) 

“The mine, of course, was closed down until recently, when Thadeus 
Osmond, our local scientist, theorized there might be a vein of paper rock 
in the mine.

When the name Bill Cosby is 
mentioned it conjures up visions of 
the comical genius of records and 
television. Robert Culp, when 
spoken of, is connected with Bob 
and Ted and Carol and Alice. 
Combine the two names and 
immediately vague recollections of 
a defunct tv series, “! Spy,” begin 
meandering throughout the mind. 

The duo have teamed-up again 
but if you go to see Cosby and Culp 
expecting a repeat of the fast- 
paced, action comedy show of old 
you'll be greatly disappointed. 
That's just not the type of film that 
HICKEY AND BOGGS 
(ASTRO) is. 

What Type Is 1? 

If you recall the “I Spy” series 
‘you will remember that in the latter 
years a good deal of the directing 
was done by Culp. The shows 
which were had little action; 
putting the emphasis on the 
characters and intricacies of the 
plot rather than the pace. This was 
and, if H & Bis any indication, still 
is Robert Culp’s style of direction. 
In its own way it is masterful. 


Hickey and Boggs are two 
private detectives. (That is the only 
comparison that can be made 
between this show and the earlier 
series.) They are rather unsucces- 
sful in their trade (i.e. broke, ill- 
dressed, drive old beat-up cars) and 
in their personal life. Hickey is 
estranged from his wife and child 
and Boggs. also is unhappily 
separated, broke and because of his 
situation driven to drink. The work 
that they do get borders just 
outside the law and they're not too 
choosy as to what the assignment 
is, 

Soldiers Kill Fences 

The. plot revolves around 
$400,000 that was stolen and then 
lost by the syndicate. The only 
person who knows of its where- 
abouts is the wife-of a Mexican 
who was in on the robbery. She 
tries to get rid of it through several 
fences in town but everytime she 


‘makes a contact the dealer is killed 


by the organization's “soldiers.” 

Hickey and Boggs are brought in 
by one of the fences to find the loot 
and the girl. This and the rest of the 
film are plotted-out in’ a

purposefully methodical fashion. 

Bill Cosby in the role of Al 
Hickey once again displays his 
versatility. He depicts a 
pathetically human person who 
can jokingly bend with the pressure 
until it gets too heavy. Then he, like 
all others, must break, It is a very 
good performance. 

Frank Boggs was played by 
Robert Culp, who as | previously 
mentioned also directed the show. 
Culp’s character is as humanistic 
and (as far as films go) unique as 
Cosby's. His acting brings out the 
failability of the character and 


- rates with the best performances he 


‘has turned in. In his position as 


-\ director he has chosen the style ofa 


‘ slow-paced character study with 
successful results. When he does 
have action scenes in the film (they 
are scattered throughout) the pace 
quickens, but then slows again to 
delve back into the characters. 

The film isa good one and comes 
highly recommended for those 
students of this type of drama, If 
you are looking for an exciting 
action-packed film ... don't see 
Hickey and Boggs.

The back of the envelope looks much like a page out of “Witching 
Hour” comics, with a witch telling about the garbage on the record, The 
whole operation seems to be the brain child of Chuck St: Lucas. !t seems it 
would be fair to assume that St. Lucas has spent many hours (thousands?) 
listening to the early Mothers of Invention and Captain Beefheart, some 
of the cuts really bear a strong resemblance in style and idea. 

At first listening I knew the record was crap. I couldn't stand it...

After the first time through | found that it would be 
necessary to play it again. I really couldn't believe anyone could have done 
something like this with any seriousness. I set my turntable so the record 
would repeat automatically. After fifteen minutes or less | was surprised 
to find that { was liking what was coming out of the speakers. The cuts are 
short, naturally, it being a small record, and one can easily find that just as 
he starts to get into any one song, it ends. This record was done ona 


tight budget, only 300 copies pressed, but hopefully it will make a little 
money and the nuts that put it together can come out with an album... 
which would be enough to make anyone who isn't playing with a full deck

Caniglia said Tuesday. 

UNO will be without the services 
of defensive halfback Willie Bob 
Johnson for the game. Johnson 
was ejected from the Fort Hays 
game for allegedly punching a 
Hays player. 

GPAC rules state that any player 
ejected. from a game is 
automatically ineligible for the 
team’s next game. 

Caniglia said that sophomore 
Ben La Follette will probably take 
Johnson’s secondary spot. La 
Follette intercepted two passes in 
the 24-14 win over Hays. 

Caniglia figures that Emporia is

the Hornets as they have held eight 
opponents to under 200 yards total 
offense.

“We were getting to the point 
where we were going to use Billy 
when he got hurt (ankle and 
shoulder injuries slowed Walker 
for a three game period). We 
always intended to use him.” 

He added that Walker's 475 yard 
rushing total is tremendous for a 
“workhorse type back like he is 
who mainly runs from tackle to 
tackle.”

UNO, Hays CC Squads. 
Vie For GPAC Crown 


UNO's bid. for a second straight conference cross country 
championship will be challenged Saturday in Topeka by a strong Fort 
Hays State squad that has won eight of the last nine conference tests. 

A seven.man UNO squad will seek the first Great Plains Athletic 
Conference championship. Last year, UNO took the Rocky Mountain 
Athletic Conference crown from Hays. 

“We should be ready for this one,” 
think we have a great shot to repeat.” 

Last year the Mavericks nipped Fort Hays 61-62 to end the Tiger's 
eight year domination of the conference title. 

Cardwell feels that the championship will be a test of strength 


coach Lloyd Cardwell said. “I 


. between UNO and Hays. He said that none of the other teams look strong 


enough through all five places to overtake the two leaders. 

Jack Schroer will be the Mavericks best hope for the individual 
champion. Jim Brinbaum, a junior, is Hays best hope. 

Mike McCormick, Jack Hawkins, Tom Mahr, Lance Herold, Dave 
Micheels and Mark Wayne make up the peniaindey of the Maverick 
squad. 

The Mavericks veteran coach said his team ‘has a good chance to 
place a five runners in the top 15 and could possibly have five in the top 
ten. 

He said that UNO's main hope is to get a consistent performance 
from five runners while adding that Hays has always been strong through 
their top four but have always lacked a good fifth man. 

Cardwell rates the conference meet the second most prestigious meet 
on the UNO schedule. He said that only the NAIA nationals meet rank 
above the conference meet. 

“We should also get a good indication of how we stand for the 
national meet by our performance in the conference meet.” 

He said that the adverse weather conditions have been hampering 
practice during the past few days. “There is always the chance that one of 
the boys could catch a cold or turn an ankle in the mud while running.” 


Biggers: Program Could Go Four Ways 


UNO Athletic Director Clyde Biggers outlined 
Wednesday the’ four possible paths the university's 
athletic program could take following last week's decision 
to drop out of the Great Plains Athletic Conference. 

Biggers, in’ an interview with the Gateway, 
commented on the possible direction the program could 
take over the next few years. 

He also spoke of the reasons, behind the withdrawal 
from the GPAC, his Maverick Booster Club, athletic aid 
and future scheduling. 

The four paths Biggers outlined include independence; 
becoming aligned with the North Central Conference; 
seeking membership in the Missouri Valley Conference; 
or possibly becoming a charter member in new 
conference made up of several Midwest universities with 
similar programs to UNO. ~ 

Biggers said that the move to drop from the GPAC was 
the “most important move UNO has ever made in 
athletics” and stressed the fact that the university will be 
committed to following one of the above stated 
directions. 

He cautioned that any move will not be made hastily 
and, like the decision to drop from the conference, will be 
taken only after comprehensive study. 

Before discussing the four pathways to possible athletic 
success, the four-month boss of UNO athletics said that 
all of the four are made assuming that by this time next 
year the university will again be a member of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association. 

“We are confident our readmission to the NCAA will 
be approved at the 1973 fall meeting.” 

Readmission to the major governing body of collegiate 
sports will rest on a simple majority vote of Area 5 
representatives. 


He mentioned the point that membership in the NAIA 
will also be retained until the university feels that it would 
be no longer benefiting from dual membership. 

The first of the four possibilities is to remain 
independent. Biggers forsees UNO’s independent time as 
“temporary” until a new conference would be chosen. 

“It is not ideal to be an independent. It is always 
preferable to play in a conference. During our period of 
independence, we would take full stock in our program 
and evaluate its potentials.” 

Biggers suggested that the period of independence 
would last for approximately one year after the school 
officially severs relations with the GPAC. 

The second and the third possibilities have been much 
discussed over the past year. Biggers stressed the fact that 
no committment had been made with either the North 
Central Conference or the Missouri Valley Conference. 

Both are eight team NCAA divisions. The Missouri 
Valley is possibly the overall stronger of the two and 
offers approximately 200 units of athletic aid to its 
student athletes a year, 

“Pve talked with representatives of both conferences. 
Our situation in relationship to them will be discussed at 
their various conference meetings. 

The final suggestion would put UNO in a new 
conference made up of institutions similar to UNO. 

He said he has been in contact with several schools that 
have indicated interest in such a league. He speculated 
that representatives from these schools could meet before 
the first of the year. 

Included in the list were the University of Western 
Hlinois, University of Northern Michigan, University of 
Akron and the University of Wisconsin at Milwaukee. 
Biggers also declined to mention the names of several 


schools already in conferences that have expressed 
interest in a new loop. 

“In some sense most of the schools that have contacted 
me are similar to UNO. One thing they all have in 
common are highly respected programs.” 

He switched the discussion to the reasons for leaving 
the GPAC. 

“We decided to meet our needs instead of somebody's 
elses. We couldn’t find any logical reasons to stay in the 
conference. It just wasn't meeting our needs.” 

The GPAC limited the athletic program in areas 
Biggers felt it essential not to be limited. The most 
important one was aid. 

“The conference actually favored schools with 
dormitories where the athletes could find work to 
supplement their aid and make it almost a full-ride type 
situation. That wasn't possible here.” 

The decision to leave was not a hasty one and was based 
on a comprehensive study. He added, though, that 
recommendations to leave the conference predated his 
coming to UNO in July. 

He also commented that the restrictions of the GPAC 
made it impossible for a booster club like the Maverick 
Club to operate at peak efficiency. 

“There wasn’t any way a vital and productive booster 
club could operate in the limitations of the GPAC. This 
reason was the clutcher for withdrawal. 

He reported that the decision tu leave met with 
unanimous approval by the UNO coaching staff and that 
in the past few days he had received enthusiastic support 
for the move by from many people.
